Avila College was 
victimized by thcl'l over die 
Christinas break as items 
were stolen in separate 
incidents on the school 
campus. 

Among the stolen property 
reported was a laser printer 
from an office and a 
microwave oven from the 
Montcssori school. 

The Art Department 
reported that the artwork of 
four students had been stolen 
and various tools and 
instruments from that 
department were missing. 

“I find this incredibly 
sleazy,” said Susan Lawlor, 
Coordinator of the Art 
Department. “If this were a 
larger college, I would 



understand, but people arc 
taking the work of people 
they know.”

incidents reported since a 
student had his car broken 
into while parked on campus 
in mid-September. 

Aside from students 
missing textbooks, Avila 
docs not have the crime 



problems that many colleges 
have, according to Carolyn 
Coon, Assistant Dean of 
Student Affairs. 

“We talk so much about 
how small we are,” said 
Coon. “I think sometimes 
we get too comfortable.” 

Coon was quick to add 
that hardly any students were 
on or around campus when 
the laser printer and 
microwave oven were taken. 

“There is some 
speculation,” she said, “that 
it could have been someone 
not even associated with 
(Avila).” 

Coon also stressed that 
people need to be alert. 
“Use caution and remember 
that we’re not sheltered from 
the rest of society,” said 
Coon.

“I would also like to 
warn other clubs that may 
be doing food drives, to 
let them know that they 
may have to take safety 
precautions.” 

The Social Work Club 
will implement their own 
safety precautions for 
future food drives. 
According to Hollis, the 
club will have time 
periods when food can be 
dropped off at specified 
locations, and there will 
be a person at each 
location during the 
allotted time.

No longer fluent 

Foreign language requirement to change

Senor: Habla Espanol? 

Avila student: Huh? 

Students who have not 
yet taken Spanish or any 
other foreign language might 
not have to. 

Avila College has been 
in the process of revamping 
the core curriculum since 
January of 1990. Sister 
Marie Joan Harris, Vice 
President and Dean for 
Academic Affairs, described 
the process as “a 
commitment by the faculty 
to answer the question, 
‘what do we want every 
graduate to know?’” 

This question led to an 
examination of the 
curriculum, resulting in the 
creation of outcomes-based 
learning, communication 
intensive courses, and a 
curriculum divided into four 
separate levels. Next they 
examined computer literacy 
and, finally, foreign 
language. 

“Many of the disciplines 
felt outcomes associated 



with foreign language, 
mainly the ability to 
understand other cultures, 
diversity, and improvement 
of writing/speaking skills 
could be accomplished in 
other ways. Others were 
really committed to 
requiring foreign language,” 
stated Harris. 

After long deliberation, 
the panel of department 
heads and faculty voted to 
remove foreign language 
from the liberal arts core 
curriculum. Due to the 
difficult nature and opposing 
opinions, each individual 
program was allowed to 
determine whether the major 
would require foreign 
language. 

Under the new catalog, 
completion of high school 
language courses will not 
allow students to waive 
foreign language. The Vice 
President and Dean of 
Academic Affairs explained 
that no other high school 
course is accepted as equal 
to what is taught at the 
college level. 



“Students will have to 
take a placement test to 
determine their proficency. 
Meaning they will have to 
take a minimum of one year 
or possibly four semesters of 
a language,” said Dr. Mary 
E. Scott, Coordinator of 
Modem Languages. 

As Coordinator of 
Modern Languages, Dr. 
Scott was disappointed by 
the core change. However, 
she was pleased because, “It 
gave an opportunity for each 
major to assess what a 
foreign language can do. 

“Our world is getting 
smaller and smaller every 
day. We do not think our job 
is going to put us in contact 
with people all around the 
world, but the world changes 
quickly.” 

According to Harris the 
changes in the core do not 
affect the perception that 
foreign language is valuable. 
“The commitment to foreign 
language is still there, it has 
simply gone from a 
requirement to a strong 
recommendation.”

Generation X: not your generic generation

Generation X has been 
hailed as everything from 
grungies to slackers to 
drifters. People of this time 
period have never been 
referred to as a generation of 
hard workers, deep thinkers 
or focused goal seekers. To 
some older members of 
America, it basically means 
that anyone who was born 
between the years of 1964 
and 1979 has no mission in 
life. 

Why does it seem that 
every time young America 
turns its head, the media or 
someone of a different 
generation is ready to 
pounce on its mistakes? 

The way to build the 
future is not to constantly 
criticize the youth so they 
start to believe they really 
are guilty of being nothing 
but the losers the media 
portrays them as. Anyone 
who knows the thirteenth 
generation since the United 
States declared its 
independence, knows that 
this is not representative of 
all 80 million members. 

The June 6, 1994 issue 



of Newsweek featured 
Generation X myths which 
include the mistaken 
stereotype that 

twentysomethings arc all 
“drug addicted, Kurt Cobain 
worshipping whiners.” The 
issue went on to point out 
that the suicide rate for 
young America has not 
changed over the last 20 
years and heroin is primarily 
most popular with those 
older than 31. 

It finally took President 
Clinton to take a stand 
against these myths, 
“Americans of my 
generation have been 
bombarded by images on 
television shows and even 
one book was written about 
the so-called ‘Generation X’ 
filled with cynics and 
slackers. Well, what I have 
seen today is not a 
generation of slackers, but a 
generation of seekers.” 

Tom Beaudoin, Harvard 
Theology Doctoral candidate 
and author of the soon to be 
published book, tentatively 
titled Generation Why: 
America's 13th Generation 
Confronts Faith and 
Religion, also disagrees with 



this label. 

26 year old Beaudoin 
believes that while 
Generation X lacks a single 
unifying force such as a war 
or national crisis to pull 
them together, they have had 
their views affected by three 
things: film, literature and 
music videos. 

Movies such as The 
Breakfast Club, Reality 
Bites, and Dead Poet’s 
Society affect the outlook 
Xers take on life. These 
movies are vastly different 
than the John Wayne 
westerns and Bing Crosby 
movies that previous 
generations have grown up 
watching. 

Literature such as 
Generation X and Life After 
God also take on a spirit that 
is also different than 
previous literature. Both 
present a strong questioning 
of American and religious 
values that have been well 
ingrained into past American 
generations. 

Beaudoin feels the most 
important and fascinating 
concept that has shaped 
America’s youth is the music 
video. Beaudoin’s book 



discusses in detail the 
emergence of MTV as a 
cultural phenomenon and the 
use of previously sacred 
symbols, such as crucifixes, 
and images of Mary and 
Jesus detached from their 
original meanings in music 
videos. 

The youth of today have 
been shaped by many things 
and they arc so diverse that it 
is difficult to place one name 
that is to represent such a 
dissimilar section of society. 

There is a strong 
idealism today that 

surrounds the formation of 
the future. Children today 
are being taught that cultural 
diversity should be 

recognized and celebrated 
and it is up to them to 
reverse the environmental 
mistakes of past generations. 
The future generation is 
being given stronger ways to 
resist drugs, they are aware 
of AIDS and they know that 
a college education or higher 
is vital to a more 
comfortable standard of 
living. 

This of course is not the 
ideology of every member of 
Generation X. There will 



always be the “deviants of 
society,” but even though 
this minority receives much 
publicity, they arc not 
representative of the whole 
generation. It is too easy to 
focus on the negative. The 
youth of today are not all 
whining, drifting, society- 
sucking slackers but have 
more hope for their future 
than the media and older 
generations give them credit. 

America has always 
been instilled with hope for 
the future, and it is this that 
has seen the country through 
times of crisis such as the 
Great Depression. Growing 
up in a post-Vietnam War 
setting, the literature, cinema 
and music of today have all 
added to the way that the 
future leaders of the country 
arc being formed.

Now, nursing students arc 
being faced with yet 
another challenge. 

A new grading scale 
was implemented in 
August, 1995. Nursing 
students now must 
maintain a cumulative 
GPA of 2.5, which is 
higher than Avila’s 
requirement of 2.0. 

The scale for all tests 
went from the standard 90, 
80, 70 to a scale of 92, 84, 
75 and an exam average of 
75 percent must he 
accomplished or the 
students will be prohibited 
from progressing towards 
a nursing degree. 

Pam Magcr, junior 
nursing major, docs not 
like the new grading scale 
and admits, “It is not near 
as easy in this field as I 
imagined.” 

Mager is proud to be a 
part of the Avila Nursing 
Department but feels 
courses were challenging 
enough before the grading 



scale was changed. Now 
she feels that some of the 
freshman and sophomores 
that might have made 
excellent nurses will not 
make it in to the 
department. 

“Being a good test 
taker is not a predictor of a 
good nurse, it goes well 
beyond that,” said Magcr. 

Some nursing students 
feel the new grading scale 
supports the claim that the 
department is putting too 
much emphasis on grades. 

Susan Fctsch, 

Department Chairperson 
of Nursing, feels that 
although high grades are 
not the only attribute that 
future nurses should hold, 
they arc very important. 
“Academic success or 
failure predicts future 
success or failure.” 

Sherri Scarles, 
President of ASNO, 
believes this new grading 
scale is more difficult for 
juniors and seniors than 
freshmen and sophomores. 

“It is especially hard 
after somebody has 
invested three years of 
their lime and a great deal 
of money, to have 
something like this 
happen,” said Searlcs. 

Scarles admits the 
grading scale may seem 
stringent but says, “It was 
necessary because the slate 
board requirements have 
become stricter.”

On November 16 Delila 
Lacevic, a third semester 
freshman, celebrated what 
she calls, “my second 
birthday.” 

A native of Sarajevo, 
capital city of Bosnia, 
Lacevic endured three years 
in a war torn country. 
Viewing the biggest part of 
the ongoing war, this young 
woman never imagined that 
in November 1994 she 
would be living in the 
United States. “It is like I 
have been born again,” said 
Lacevic. 

Taking a deep breath, 
she began to recount the 
events which led to her 
arrival in the United Stales. 

“I was just 17 and a half 
when the war started and 
suddenly I was left without 
parents, my home burnt 
down, everything my parents 
built for 25 years was 
ruined.” 

While most 17 year olds 
were concerned with issues 
like what prom dress to 
wear, at 17 Delila hovered 
over her 1 1 year old brother 
like a protective blanket. 
Moments before, both had 



witnessed the brutal murder 
of their parents. 

“I am never going to forget 
it, I am never going to let go 
because I cannot,” said 
Lacevic with increasing 
passion. “It hurts me the

This 
interview signified the first 
of many and a blessing in 
disguise. An elderly couple 
in Salina, Kansas viewed the 
program and decided to 
make a difference by 
adopting Dclila’s little 



kept Delila from leaving. 
For one more year she lived 
minute by minute, knowing 
at any second she could die. 
A tremendous faith in God 
and hope arc the sources she 
credits for her survival. It is 
this same faith which allows 
her to feel sorrow, not 
hatred, lor her parent’s 
murderers. 



Another interview in 
September 1994 marked a 
“turning point” for Delila. 
After appearing with Barbara 
Walters on ABC’s special, 
Turning Point , Patti and Tim 
Trabon from Overland Park, 
Kansas were so moved they 
wanted to adopt and rescue 
the young survivor. With the 
aid of a Senator from North 
Dakota, Delila Lacevic was 
able to leave the dark, sad, 
living hell and enter what 
she believed was a dream. 

“I had been asking God 
to give me love and security, 
I do not know how I am ever 
going to lhank these people. 
I can never imagine life 
without them,” staled 
Lacevic. 

Living in Overland 
Park, Delila Lacevic now has 
a second family which 
includes three new brothers. 
In one year she has learned a 
foreign language, English, 
and moves forward in her 
studies of International 
Business. Her brother, living 
in Salina, is now 14, 5’-7”, 
healthy and plays basketball. 
Dclila’s future goal is to 
publish the journal she has 
kept, she thinks she will call 
it, “Why?”
